The nomination of Warren was re- 


ferred to the judiciary committee as 
soon as it reached the senate. Vi'ar- 
reii may be asked to appear in per- 
son to flefcnd himself against char- 
ges made by his opponents, but no 
definite plans have so far been an- 
nounced by republican senate lead- 
ers. 


Senate Republican leaders 
were 


astounded at the new move but in- 
asmuch as they consider themselves 
responsible for failure to confirm the 
nomination on the last vote they pro 
iniscd to (work to swing votes for his 
support.'. 


The Republicans may 
work on 


the six party members who voted a- 
gainst 
the nomination, especially 


Senator McMasters, South Dakota. 
Already hints have been dropped 
that he may lose his White House 
patronage for appointments of fed- 
eral officers in South Dakota if he 
does not get back on the party re- 
servation.
